Instead of that, Japan 
hamstrung the League and then 
complained that it was incapable 
of bearing her. Tt has been wise- 
ly stated that, where breaches of| 
treaty engagements are concern-_ 
ed, the precipitate movement of 
troops is the ultimate folly. Be- 
side China's broken pledges there 
now stand Japan’s engagements 
under the Covenant, the Kellogg 
Pact and the Nine Bower Treaty 
and the ruins of Chapei.

She must 
therefore be prepared to submit 
to judgment on her own short 
comings in obtaining — judgment 
on those of others. Diplor 
‘ean provide safeguards far more 
effective than the mere exercise 
of force. Moreover, whatever 
mistakes ‘the League may have 
made in handling the Sino- 
Japanese issue, the help which 
China has been able to command 
from the League in obtaining 
technical and expert advice gives 
sanctions of value and solid 
grounds for improved Chinese 
adherence to realities. Out of 
evil may come good; the chief 
may be the creation of a 
firmer basis for the relations of 
China with foreigners, including 
Japan. For it is unthinkable 
that a conference should tackle 
this question, momentous as. it 
is, without perceiving the grave 
need for removing prejudices arid 
‘deep-rooted animosities_ which 
have contributed so abundantly 
to the present catastrophe. China 
has to learn but foreigners have 
much to learn too: not the least 
fs the exact significance of move- 
ments and currents of opinion 
now influencing worldpolicies. 
Failure to appreciate the value 
of combining deep study of 
Chinese psychology with practi- 
cal understanding of European 
and American developments has 
been mainly responsible for the 
marked divergence of view be- 
tween foreigners in China and 
their countrymen in office at 
home.

‘the politicians would be almost 
a matter for amusement. 
Military. experts, no doubt, 
have formed their own con: 
clusions as to the requirements

clearing the Shanghai-Woosung 
area, The Chinese troops in 
‘this area are now estimated to 
‘be somewhere in the neighbour- 
hood of 40,000. They have been 
busily engaged in digging in.

If serious notice was ever given 
to the idea that Japanese action 
was solely concerned with the 
defence of the Settlement, it is} 
obviously ruled quite out of 
court when 60,000 troops are in 
question. It could hardly be! 
contended that 50,000 troops! 
‘were necessary to protect 20,000: 
Japanese, of whom 8,000 have 
been’ evacuated since the trouble 
began. 

For Japan it is in the main a 
war for prestige, but even 
prestige can be purchased at too 
high a price. The longer the 
situation here remains in the 
present indeterminate condition, 
‘the greater strain must be 
thrown on Japanese forces in 
‘Manchuria. Whatever interests| 
pan may have in China proper, 
there can be little doubt that 
‘Manchuria is, uppermost in the 
policy and minds of her states- 
men, Prestige lost on the 
Yangtze might be well lost. if 
thereby the Manchurian position 
could be secured. These are 
factors which should be taken 
into account. The financial posi- 
tion of Japan can, and probably 
would, be made to stand the 
complete assertion of Japanese 
plans’in Manchuria so far as 
they do not involve, as they are 
supposed not to involve, per-| 
manent occupation. Can it bear 
the additional strain of a hu 
campaign, the end of which 
cannot be foreseen? Even if 
‘the Japanese were able to clear 
the “Shanghai-Woosung area of 
Chinese forces, their army might 
still be faced with the necessity 
for preserving the clearance and, 
perhaps, for taking further opera- 
tions against an elusive enemy. 
Looking back over the ‘ast four 
weeks, it may be asked whether 
the time has not come to revise 
rigidly the views previously held 
regarding the importance of 
prestige. It is not necessary to 
insist on the miscalculations 
which led to the present impasse. 
But no friend of Japan can, with 
equanimity view the acceptance 
‘of military commitments 0 
indeterminate and so sinister in 
their possible political and 
financial effects. It comes to 
this, the Japanese Government 
have to make up their minds to 
clear the ground and define a 
definite policy to the execution 
of which they must bend their 
hitherto irrepressible military 
advisers. At present whatever| 
policy they possess is absolutely 
at the mercy of the" armed 
argument.

AT LOYANG NOW

Valiant offorts are being made 
to ascertain the exact relation of| 
the Government of China to the 
stirring events now being staged 
in the neighbourhood of Shang- 
hai. Indeed the difficulty is to 
establish the identity of that 
Government. It is plain, from 
telegrams recently to hand, that 
Mr, Lin Son is holding the fort 
at Loyang a3 Chief Executive of

General Chiang Kai- 
shek’s troops are now fighting 
side by side with the 19th Route 
Army, although they have not 
been quite so successful in their 
clashes with the enemy. Their 
well-designed equipment and other 
/martial adornments have not been 
satisfactory substitutes for the 
fire and pertinacity of the 
scantily-clad but well-armed 
youngsters from the South. 
Perhaps experience will rectify 
this discrepancy. It does seem, 
however, essential that the world 
should know whether the achieve- 
ments of the Chinese troops have 
the assured backing of the men 
who profess to man the Chinese 
Government. General statements 
Jon the subject are less valuable 
than material evidence of active 
support. It will be all the more 
gratifying therefore for the 
troops to learn that General 
[Chiang Kai-shek, whose training 
with the Japanese Army must be 
of considerable value at this mo- 
ment, is “assuming an important 
role ‘in the developments in the 
military situation in Shanghai.” 
For, according to guarded reports 
from Japan, further reinforee- 
ments, in the shape of two new 
Divisions, are to be expected by 
(General Uyeda very shortly.

ing, or leaving Shanghal.. In addi- 
tion, special trains, ron by the 
'Shanghai-Hangchow-Ningpo Rail 
fway, have been arriving at all 
hours of the day. 
The steamers have carried little 
or no cargo, yet have been s0 cram: 
med with passengers that in one oF 
favo cases they “have been below 
their marks. In spite of this tre- 
mendous influx of people Ningpo 
presents q normal appearance, most 
Jot them having dispersed to the 
surrounding country districts.” The 
delivery of mail has naturally been 
very irregular, and people have 
Ithronged the ‘bund on the arrival 
Jof Shanghai’ steamers, in order to 
elean seraps of news.

BOMB LEFT AT SHOP 
DOOR 


Two Slightly Injured by 
Explosion 


A bomb which shook the neigh- 
bourhood exploded at 3.45 p.m, on 
Feb. 23 outside a picture frame shop 
4 short distance off North Szechuen 
Road and 160 feet north of| 
the Post Office. Nobody was 
Killed, but a Japanese police officer 
and 4 Japanese sailor were injured 
slightly, while property damage was| 
ited to several panes of glass in 
4 Chinese house being smashed.
